Claims 1 , 6, 12, and 18-1 9 are amended. Claims 13, 15 and 23 are cancelled. New 
claims 24-31 are added. Claims 1-10, 12, 18-22 and 24-31 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-10, 12-15and 18-23stand rejected under 35 U.S.C.§ 112. first paragraph, 
as containing subject matter that was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the art that the inventors had possession of the claimed 
invention at the time the application was filed. The Examiner indicates in the Action that 
previous rejections are maintained since the claims encompass subject matter other than 
the full length sequence. 

Applicant notes that claim 14 was cancelled in a previous response and was not 
pending in the application at the time of the present Action. 

During an examiner interview conducted on February 25, 2004, the claim language 
as presented in this response was discussed with the Examiner. Specifically, claims 1 . 6. 
12. 18, 19 were discussed. With respect to independent claims 1 and 6. as agreed by the 
Examiner, the present amendment limits the scope of these claims, and the claims 2-5 and 
7-10 that depend therefrom, to the allowable "fuH-length" subject matter. 

With respect to claims 12, 18 and 19, as agreed by the Examiner the present 
amendments clarify that these claims are directed toward the full-length sequence. 
Accordingly, these claims, and claims 20-22 which depend from claim 1 9, encompass only 
subject matter indicated to be allowable. 

Regarding claims 13, 15 and 23. without admission as to the propriety of the 
Examiner's rejection, such claims are cancelled. 

The amendments discussed above overcome the section 1 1 2 rejections and place 
claims 1-10, 12, and 18-22 in condition for allowance.
